Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant's argument that the leading wall and the trailing wall as shown in the final office action do not 
slope forwardly in the direction of rotation is not persuasive. Figure 1 of the final office action shows the device of Olson from a bottom view. 
The examiner has labled the direction of rotation, the insertion end of the device, the leading wall of the slot, and the trailing wall of the slot. 
As shown in Figure 1 of the final office action the device rotates counter-clockwise when viewed from the bottom view. The leading wall and 
the trailing walls as indicated by the examiner slope in the direction of rotation as shown in the figure. Furthermore, the examiner would like 
to note that the claim does not provide any limitations as to which surface the slot walls are located. Therefore, the examiner is free to 
interpret any wall of the slot as the leading wall and the trailing wall of the slot. 
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
